SURVEYORS MOVE- j SNAP OF WINTER

Work Out From There to Har- 
dinsburg. Will Either Camp 
Here or HaireevOle. 



The survey party of the Federal 
Highway reached a point near Wel- 
dOB, If eade county late Saturday. The 
camp outfit is being moved to Irv- 
ington where the survey will work' out 
from there to Uardinsburg. The n.ext 
location will either be at Cloverport 
or Hawesville. In order to center a 
section of 30 miles or more, the loca- 
tion of the camp is being centered so 
as to work out Doth ways. 

At IrvinKton tents had to be erected 
on a vacant lot to iioiise some of the 
men. The cold weather makes it dis- 
agreeable for some of the older en- 
gineers, on their survey and most of 
them are securing rooms where they 
can do so, and eating at the cook 
house of the camp. 

An effoi^ of the husinesa men and 
cttiacna should see that all of the men 
are properly housed as every man in 
the party ia of good family, including 
many young men from Breckinridge, 
Meade and Hancock Counties. 

Many disappointments and many

Heraiise of the desire among a num- 
ber of counties to maintain eflficient, 
fiill-tinie Health Officers, the Ken- 
tucky Slate Hoard of Health has 
created a Hiireaii of County Health 
Work, whose activities will be solely 
de\()ted to assisting in financing and 
promoting the work of such depart- 
ments. 

i^r V \V Covington, of the Inter- 
national Health Board, has been loan- 
ed to the State for the purpose of as- 
snming thc Dircctonfc^ of the 

Burr an 

III the beginning a large part of hi8 
time will be devoted to assisting coun- 
ty health authorities in organizing 
full-time health departments. 

Dr Covington brings to the State, 
wide experience in such work, having 
spent the last ten years in organizing 
county health departments through- 
out the South, as well as in aome ot 
the foreign countries. 

The State Board of Health is now 
in position to give $5,000 00 annually 
to the first five counties making a like 
appropriation. The $10,000.00 thu* 
provides for, in each of the live coun- 
ties, to be used in employing a phy- 
sician, trained in public health work, 
and an adcanate number of assistants, : 
sack as pablic kcahh nurses, micro.s- 
copists snd sanitary inspectors, who 
will devote their entire time to the 
prevention of sickness within the 
county. 

The State Board of Health expects 
to show at the end of the first year's 
work such a decrease in the death 
rate from preventable diseases, in the 
five counties selected, as will create 
a desir* aasong a Urge namber of 
counties for such departments, by 
which thne it ia hoped that tnch ar- 
rangementa wiM have been nadc as 
will enable the Board to fiBaacially 
cooperate with most of the coaaties 
or gronps of coonties in the Stat*.

In skinning a fur-bearing animal ex 
ceptinr beaver, the pelt of which is 
sent to market flat, a slit it made ac 
cross beneath the tail from heel to 
heel, the skin being reversed as the 
body is withdrawn. The tail and base 
of the ears should be skinned out, ac 
cording to instructions issued by the 
Bioligical Survey of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Skins are a good source of revenue 
if properly cured. Fresh skms should 
be divested of loose fat and muscle 
and then either tanned at once or cur- 
ed so as to be kept without deteriora- 
tion until a convenient time for fan- 
ning arrives They are cured by being 
stretched free of wrinkles, flesh side 
exposed and left in a co.>l. shady, airy 
place. In a moist atmospiiere or where 
haste is imperative, the flesh side may 
be coicrni with a layer of salt and 
the SKm folded, hair side out. into a 
compact bundle, which should be op- 
ened and refolded two or three times 
during the first two dafiMlMaMMil 
action in every part. 

Flat skins may be stretched by pin- 
ning them out on a floor or frame 
but in any case there should always 
be a circulation of air on both sides 
Felts of fur aiimiaU are dried, flesh 
side out. after being drawn over pieces 
of board shaped so as to stretch them 
uniformly. Wolf, fox, lynx, and wild 
cat pets are taken from the boards 
and turned fur side out before lliey 
are fully dried. Other kinds of pelts 
go to market flesh side out
